In approaching the acquisition of a 
foreign language, it is useless to pick up 
words and phrases at random, not really 
knowing what they mean. Did not an 
English General once horrify a Mussal- 
man trooper by addressing him as “ swar,”’ 
not knowing that he was calling the 
gallant sowar a pig? One must strive to 
reduce the strange tongue to a system, 
endeavouring to discover its principal 
rules, if any. 


A MANUAL OF “PATOIS.” 


This being a wet day, I may as well 
make an attempt to draw up a rough 
manual of the patois of North America 
for the benefit of tourists, settlers and 
wandering puolitivians. From a careful 
study of the following, any intelligent 
speaker of English will learn enough 

orth American in a few weeks to carry 
on a simple conversation. Gramaphone 


records, to go with the manual, are in 
preparation. 

Rule I. Substitution. Never call any- 
thing by the name which really belongs 
to it. Think of some other name, 
remotely referring to the object in 
question, and use that instead. In nine 


cases out of ten you will be correct. (In 
other words, if it is wrong, it is right.) 
sample: For “ biscuit’? always say 
“cracker’’; for “scone’’ always say 
“biscuit,” and for “boot” always say 
“shoe” When you really want shoes, 
ask for ‘“‘low shoes,” and, if you desire 
boots, demand “hich shoes.” Shun the 
word “boot ’’ as you would*the plague. 


This rule also affects adjectives. For 
instance, you will describe a clumsy 
object as “ means when you really mean 


“awkward,” if you take my meaning. 
Example: “ Them high shoes sure are a 
mean rig when a guy has corns.”’ 

Here are a few more examples in the 
case of verbs:—‘‘To ship” means to 
transport by rail, automobile, or in any 
way whatsoever. Exception to above: 
To carry on the person is “pack” ocr 
“tote.” “To can ” means to preserve in 
a glass jar, and also means to suppress cr 
eliminate. To be “a nut’’ has nothing to 
do with male fashions in clothes. It 
indicates that one is mentally deranged. 
Synonyms for the above are “goofy,” 
“ bughouse "’ and “ koo-koo.”’ 

Now you have the hang of Rule I; if 
not, you are a poor fish—in fact, a sap. 

Rule 1. The use of entirely new 
words, which have to be learned by rote. 
These are best acquired by actual inter- 
course with native speakers, but be sure 
that you know what they mean before you 
use them. 


A COMPREHENSIVE NAME. 


Example: A footpath is a ‘‘ side-walk."’ 
A tramp is a “ hobo’’ or “ bum ” (N.B.: 
“Bum” also means useless, or defective, 
as in the phrase— You're crazy to go on 
buckin’ a bum proposition.’’). A country 
bumpkin is a “hick.”” A tram is a 
“street-car."’ A motor car is an “ auto,”’ 
and a “flivver’’ is a Ford. A drug-siore 
means a place where you buy chewing- 
gum, magazines, bathing-dresses, cameras 


and films, bulls’-eyes, peppermint drops, } 


chocolates, fountain pens and 1 Lost of 
other things. You can get medicine, 4oo, 
if you insist. 

Rule III. Contractions. The FEngiish 
language began to take its present for: in 
Elizabethan times, and crystallisod under 
the early Georges. Those were ieisured 
times, and words which then s“rved well 
enough are much too long for an age of 
hustle. Prune, and prune ruthlessly. 

This reminds me. As a farmer, cf

With an effort we can pass 
over “‘rasps’’ for raspberries; but, I ask 
you, what ought to be done with the 
fellow whe, when writing of cucumbers—

BROADCASTING AND 
ADULT EDUCATION. 


ARCHBISHOP ON JAZZ BANDS. 


Sir Henry Hadow, Vice-Chancellor of 
Sheffield University, presided at a conference 
on broadcasting and adult education, held by 
the British Broadcasting Corporation and 
the British Institute of Adult Education, at 
York yesterday. 

Sir Henry said that the distinction still 
drawn by many people—that entertainment 
was something one liked, and education that 
which one had to undergo—was wholly false. 
The scheme of study circles inspired by the 
great brondcast lecturers was a winning cause 
in the education of Great Britain. 

The Archbishop of York, Archbishop- 
Designate of Canterbury, said that it would 
not do to say that our system of education 
found its apex in the university. He did 
vot bow the knee before the magnificence of 
a university degree. The provision of really 
good entertainment was in itself an educa- 
tion, and its value was that it taught by 
contrast. ‘‘ By all means let the jazz bands 
play on the wireless,’’ he went on. ‘‘I have 
no objection to them. If the music be 
foolish and vulgar, what is the best way of 
getting people out of it? By contrast. Let 
these people hear the very greatest and best 
music in the world. ou will never lift 
people out of vulgarity by denouncing them.’’ 


NEW RECTOR OF EXETER 
COLLEGE. “ 
The election of Dr. Robert 


Ranulph 
Marett, of La Houle, Jersey, as of 
Exeter College, Oxford, in succession to Dr. 
L. R. Farnell, took place yesterday. Dr. 
Marett has been a Fellow of Exeter for 
thirty-seven years, and was for some years 
Sub-Rector.

theatrical, and was lessee of more than one 
london theatre, where he produced plays 
with a prodigal disregard of expense, 
engaging none but the best companies. 
In this way he squandered his money at 
the rate of tens of thousands a year, until 
the crash came, and he found himself in 
the dock at the Old Bailey. Even when 
he was sentenced to tea years’ penal servi- 
tude he showed no sign of contrition.

ANNUAL VISITATION. 


The two hundredth and eighteenth annual 
Visitation of Marsh’s Library was held in 
the Library yesterday at 5 p.m. The 
Governors present were the Archbishop of 
Dublin, the Dean of St. Patrick's, and the 
Provost of Trinity College. Apologies for 
non-attendance was received from the Primate 
and the Dean of Christ Church Cathedral. — 

After the transaction of the routine’ busi- 
ness of the Visitation, the Library-keeper, 
Dr. White, reported as follows:—The past 
year has seen a continuance of the learned 
and patient work of the Assistant Librarien, 
Mr. N. B. White. He has brought to an end 
the revision and re-writing of the original 
catalogue of Dougatt (Library - keeper, 
1719-30), which has been in hands for many 
years; and he is now engaged dn‘ the com- 
pilation of a sectional catalogue of books re- 
lating to Ireland, which, we hope, will some 
day be printed. He has sent lists of the 
rarer English books printed before 1641, in 
the Cashel loan collection, to Dr. A. W. 
Pollard, with a view to the inclusion of some 
of them in a future edition of the Short-Title 
Catalogue published by the Bibliographical 
Society. Ten of these were not mentioned in 
the first (1926) edition. Of the others the 
most noteworthy are :—Abbreriamentum ó 
Ntatutorum (R. Pynson), 1499; Herolt, 
Sermones (J. Notary), 1510; Sir P. Sidney's 
““ Astrophel and Stella,”’ 1591; Drayton's 
‘Endimion and Phoebe,”’ 1595: and Ains- 
worth’s Censure on Anabaptists, 1623. The 
only other known copies of the last two 
are in America.

ROYAL VISIT TO THE 
TYNESIDE. 


£1,200,000 BRIDGE OPENED. 
The King and Queen yesterday visited 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, where His Majesty opened 
a new bridge over the Tyne, which has been 
erected at a cost of £1,200,000. The bridge 
has the largest single span of any in the 
country. 

Throughout their tour the King and Queen 
were given a wonderful reception from the 
crowds, who had thronged the streets from 
early morning. Before going to the bridge 
the King and Queen visited the Heaton 
Secondary Schools, where 25,000  school- 
children were assembled. 

Replying to a loyal address, the King said 
that the erection of the bridge was a 
characteristic act of courage, which showed 
the Tynesiders’ belief in the power of the 
recovery of the staple industries of the 
district. 

Later the King and Queen drove across the 
new bridge to Gateshead, where 10,000 people 
were waiting to welcome them, before they 
motored away to join the Royal train for 
London at Durham. 

SYMPATHY WITH A MINING AREA. 
Chester-le-Street welcomed the King and 
Queen, who passed through the town en route 
to Durham. Thousands of people lined the 
side walks. 

Councillor W. Cook, Chairman of the Urban 
District Council, and Mr. J. Grey, the Clerk, 
and Councillor Ben Oliver, Chairman of the 
Rural] District Council, and Mr. R. V. Dickin- 
son, the Clerk. were presented to the King, 
who said he had heard that Chester-le-Street 
had been suffering from trade depression, and 
expressed the hope that trade would soon im- 
prove. He also expressed sympathy in re- 
gard to the amount of poverty existing. Re- 
marking that it was eood coal that came from 
that area. he referred to the difticulties which 
those in the district encountered in competi- 
tion with other countries.

delivered the special address. He said that 
Father Mathew in a few years changed the 
whole face of Treland by the wonderful suc- 


after he had passed away. Father Mathew 
was believed to have given the pledge to 
about five million people. Through his 
exhortation the peuple abstained from crime 
as well as from intoxicating drink. He 
denounced secret societies as a terrible source 
of evil. He condemned ignorance and vice of 
every kind. Monsignor Langan went on to 
say that one terrible drawback to the efficacv 
of the total abstinence movement in Ireland 
was the number of houses licensed for the 
sale of drink. There were 12,000 of such 
houses in Father Mathew’s time, when the 
population was 8.000,000. With our present 
population—a little over 4,000,000—we still 
had in our midst at least as many public- 
houses as there were in Father Mathew’s day.

SHOPPING, .

(By the Hon. Mrs. VICTOR BRUCE.) 


The number of women who care for: and 
drive their own cars without masculine 
assistance is now so great that we have 
almost ceased to comment on the subject. 
And the number is still growing. A year 
or so ago it was prophesied that shortly 
there would be as many women drivers on 
the roads as men. I think that time has 
passed—that the mere male is actually in 
a minority ! i 

And what has the motor car manu- 
facturer done, especially for the woman 
owner? What is there at the Olympia 
Show which will appeal to us, as especi- 
ally meeting our particular requirements ? 

So far as the car as a whole is con- 
cerned, we shall find that it is becoming 
ever easier to drive, ever livelier, so that 
the need for gear changing is reduced, 
and that the car is ever more attractive 
from the point. of view of appearance. 
This last point, I have no doubt, will be 
the first outstanding feature to strike the 
visitor to the Show. The two-colour 
scheme, in either two different shades of 
the same colour, or even in two contrasting 
colours, which was tentatively introduced 
Jast year, has become standardised by most 
makers, and as a fairly wideerange of 
colour choice is offered to the purchaser, it 
1smow possible to express one’s individual 
taste in the decoration of even a mass- 
produced car. 


FOR WOMEN. 

In line as much as in colour, the car of 
1929 will be found to be distinctly more 
attractive ; while, from the woman's point 
of view, it seems to me that a ssn ste 
amount of special consideration has been 
given to the interior fittings. Companions, 
mirrors and cunning little cubby holes and 
parcel nets are the rule, no matter what 
the price of the car, and while there is not, 
so far as I know, a special. ‘‘ ladies’ 
model ” of any make, as there are dropped 
frame bicycles for feminine use, it is safe 
to say that the vast majority of vehicles 
now on the market are perfectly suitable 
for women owner drivers. 

The sudden increase in the number of 
baby cars of less than ten horse-power, 
however, is undoubtedly a development for 
which we have to thank the growing 
interest of women in practical motoring. 
The makers would not like it if I suggested 
that these babies were not perfectly 
efficient touring vehicles, and besides it 
would not be true. 


FOR SHOPPING. 

Wherever a motor car may go, they will 
go; but it cannot be denied that their 
primary appeal is as runabouts for slop- 
ping and so on. Their small dimensions 
make them so easily manceuvrable in 
traffic, so easy to park in a ridiculously 
small space, and so light to control that 
they are really ideal, while first cost is so 
low and maintenance so economical, that 
quite a number of women of my acquaint- 
ance who have previously been satisfied 
with a single car have added a baby saloon 
just for their casual shopping and visiting 
trips. Some of them even go so far as to 
say that the petrol, tyres and oil saved by 
using the little car instead of the big one 
more than counterbalance the apparent 
extravagance ! 

Anyway, the new babies will certainly 
be among the principal points of attrac- 
tion at Olympia. On a slightly higher 
plane, I think women generally will be 
particularly interested in the several new 
and still greater number of improved cars 
of the light six type, which with a three- 
seater coupé body, or even a smart fabric 
saloon, is essentially suitable fer their 
use. 


THE SIX-CYLINDERS. 

The six-cylinder engine is so refined in 
running, and has so large a reserve of 
power in spite of its modest rating at 
about 15 or 16 h.p., while fuel consump- 
tion remains strictly moderate, that it is 
a type to be specially recommended to the 
attention of feminine visitors to the show 
who do not care to invest in more than a 
single car, or want something equally suit- 
able for shopping and ambitious. touring. 

Whatever the type of car, however, there 
are certain points to look for which will 
make all the difference to the joy of 
ownership. Wide doors, for instance, are 
important in a car which will be much 
used for shopping. Nothing is more irri- 
tating than having repeatedly to scramble 
in and out through a narrow and awkward 
doorway while the dainty fabric of our 
frocks is bound to suffer. Plenty of parcel 
space is another desirable feature. 

From the mechanical point of view, I 
would lay special stress on easily acces- 
sible brake adjustments and chassis lubri- 
cation points, while the tool box should 
not only be in an easily reached position, 
but so arranged that the tools can be kept 
reasonably clean. If there is a special 
felt-lined space for every individual 
article in the tool kit, there is the less 


in all anyhow and: soiled—and there is a 
chance of keeping. clean even if one does 
have a little trouble on the road. 


THE FREE-WHEEL DEVICE. 


There is one more feature of Olympia 
which will be interesting to women, and 


that is the increasing number -of cars 
fitted with a free-wheel device. I have 
had considerable experience with the 


Humphrey Sandberg free-wheel, and have 
no hesitation in saying that its addition 
to the specification of any car is all that 
is necessary to make that car ideally suit- 
able for the woman driver. 

It removes all the difficulty from. gear 
changing, saves petrol, and gives delight- 
fully peaceful running on every little hill 
down which the car can free-wheel by its 
own momentum. If ‘I were choosing a 
new car at Olympia it would need to be 
very remarkable in some other respect to 
attract me if it were not fitted with a free- 
whee]

FOOD HELD UP BY 
. STRIKE,

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

Between twelve thousand and fifteen 
thousand employés of the American Rail- 
way Express Company, in its New York 
City warehouses,. unexpectedly. went on 
strike last. night, leaving no one to unload 
and send out hundreds of car loads of 
fruit, fresh fish, and other perishable food- 
stuffs for the city’s population, as well as 
huge quantities of general merchandise. 

he men on strike are only local 
drivers, clerks, platform men, loaders and 
handlers of freight, but the strike is ex- 
pected" to spread to-day over the whole 
company’s national system, and to involve 
25,000 .workers. i 

The strikers assert that the company 
broke an agreement with their organisa- 
tion, the Brotherhood of Railway Clerks. 
to recognise the Union, and to increase 
wages by three dollars a week, 

There is no anxiety yet about New 
York’s food supply, but if the strike lasts 
more than a few days, it.is bound to mean 
short rations for the metropolis. 


POPE TO RECEIVE 
CIVIC GUARDS. 


PILGRIMS LEAVE FOR 
ROME TO-DAY. 


SS 


Over two hundred and fifty Civic Guards 
of all ranks, headed by General Eoin 
O’Duffy, Chief Commissioner, and accom- 
panied by their. chaplains, will leave 
Dublin to-day on a special police 
pilgrimage to Rome, where they will be 
received by the Pope. The party will 
include three chaplains, ten chief super- 
intendents, eighteen superintendents, four 


158 guards, representing Dublin and the 
twenty-one county divisions in the Free 
State. This will be the largest police 
pilgrimage ever received at the Vatican 
and ‘the first in which the members have 
appeared in uniform. The chaplains are 
the Very Rey. Father Quigley, P.P., New- 
bliss, who first suggested the pilgrimage ; 
the Rev, Father Austin, C.P.. Mount 
Argus, Dublin, and the Rev. W. Gleeson. 

The party will. leave the Dépét in the 
Pheenix Park for Westland row, where 
they will entrain at eight o'clock for 
Kingstown, the Dépót band, under Super- 
intendent Delany, playing them to the 
mail-boat on their way to London. There 
they will stay at the Grosvenor Hotel till 
to-morrow, when they are to. cross by 
Boulogne to Paris. Thence, on the 13th 
instant, they will go on to Rome, and put 
up at the Hotel Minerva. 

Monsignor O’Hagan (Rector) and the 
staff of the Trish College are to meet the 
party at the railway station, and the 
College students have volunteered to act 
as guides to members of the pilgrimage 
during their visit. 


AT THE VATICAN. 


Pope’s reception of the pilgrims in the 
Consistorial Hall of the Vatican. When 
His Holiness enters the hall the members 
of the Civic Guard, in uniform, will sing 
“A Song for the Pope,’’ the popular com- 
position of the late Most Rev. Dr. Murray, 
of Maynooth. Then the Chief Commis- 
sioner will present an address in Irish 
expressing submission to the Holy Father, 
expressing gratitude for their reception, 
and beseeching his blessing for them- 
selves, their fellow-members of the force, 
and Ireland. .The address has been 
beautifully illuminated by Miss. M. Fitz- 
patrick, of Dublin, and is bound with 
ribbon of the Free State colours. To 
this address the Pope is expected te 
reply. i 

The pilgrims, in addition, will present 
an offering íor a specal Mass to be ele- 
brated by the Pope himselí, with the 
Civic Guard as the sole congregation. 
This offering is enclosed in a handsome 
silken purse, which bears the Papal 
colours on one side and on the other the 
colours of the Irish Free State. 

After the ceremonies at the Vatican, 
General O'Duffy will place a wreath on 
the tomb of Italy’s Unknown Warrior, in 
presence of the Prefect and officers of the 
Italian Police Force. 

On the 21st inst. the pilgrims will leave 
Rome and come home by way of Paris. 
There the Prefect of Police will ‘meet 
them, and the. police band will play “A 
Soldier’s Song and “The Marseillaise."’ 
The Paris programme includes a recep- 
tion at the Prefecture. of Police on the 
25rd, the placing of wreaths by General] 
O’Duffy at the base of the monument te 
the French Revolutionary leaders and at 
the tomb of the Unknown Warrior, after 
which the pilgrims are to be the guests 
of the Paris municipal authorities and 
the Chamber of Commerce. On the 24th 
inst. they will leave Paris for Dublin.

' LAST SEEN OFF CORK 
ON SUNDAY,

QUBRENSLOWN, Wednesday. 

The whereabouts of the four-masted 
German barque Gustav continues to 
remain a mystery since she was seen off 
Cork Harbour on Sunday morning last. 

At 3.40 a.m. on Sunday the vessel 
arrived in the vicinity of Ringabella, which 
is situated at the meuth of Cork Harbour, 
and Pilot. Thomas Bransfield, of the Cork 
Harbour pilotage service, was placed 
aboard to navigate the vessel safely into 
port. 

At this time there were high seas and 
a thick mist, and a strong south-easterly 
gale was blowing off the Southern Irish 
coast, making the vessel’s entry a difficult 
task. 

later the s.s. Beechfield, an incoming 
eollier, which arrived off Queenstown at 
about 10.30 on Sunday morning, reported 
having sighted the vessel off Ballycotton, 
a small fishing hamlet, about fifteen miles 
east of Queenstown. 

Since then nothing has been heard of 
the. vessel, nor has her arrival been 
recorded at any port. Local mariners are 
of opinion that, finding his vessel driven 
before the wind, the captain decided to 
set a course for the Channel, and thev say 
that the vesset will cither make Falmouth 
or one of the Bristol Channel ports. 

The Gustav. of 2,691: tons gross, has 
now. been 128 days Zt sea, She sailed 
from Geelong on May 26th last, bound 
for a United Kingdom port for. orders, 
with a cargo of wheat. She carries acrew 
of about twenty-five, and has made several 
callh at Queenstown within recént years. 
She was one of the twelve old-time wind- 
jammers that competed in the race from 
Australia to Great’ Britain in the early 
part of last year.

Princess Mary received three gilts to- 
day—a beautiful fifteen months’ old Irish 
wolfhound, a Tara brooch wrought in pure 
gold, and a rosary, all of which will ‘serve 
to remind her of her first happy visit 
to Portumna. The Irish wolfhound was 
presented to Princess Mary by Mrs. H. 
K. Purcell, who, with Captain R. A.V: 
Hamilton, Miss O’Donnell and Mr. J. 
F. Eustace, brought it by car from 
Dublin. The -wolfhound: is named 
“Patrick,” but the Princess; as she 
patted his head, called him “ Patsy: for | 
short 

Lord Lascelles and the Princess asked 
many questions about the Irish wolfhound, 
and Mrs. Pureell explained the efforts 
which are being made by the Irish Wolf- 
hound Association, on whose behalf the 
gift was made to the Princess, to preserve 
and develop this. breed of dog in Ireland. 
They were surprised to lean that 
“Patrick,” who is almost as big as a 
Shetland pony, requires for his breakfast 
a large bowl of soup and some biscuits, 
and for his dinner three pounds of meat 
at least. Lord Lascelles mentioned that 
the Irish Guards have an Irish wolfhound 
for a mascot, and the Princess was com- 
forted when she was told that “Patrick ”’ 
is a docile house dog, fond of children, 
and that his only fault is that he likes to 
chase a cat occasionally. The problem of 
shipping the dog to England’ ‘was dis- 
cussed, and finally it was decided that 
Mrs. Purcell would take him back ‘to 
Dublin and send him to Goldsborough 
Hall, Yorkshire, in time for the Princess’s 
return there after her visit to Northern 
Ireland. “ Good-bye, “Patsy,” said the 
Princess; “you have all the sorrow of 
Erin in your eyes.”’ ae 


FRIAR’S VISIT. 

Another caller at Portumna was the 
Rev. Father Alfred, a Franciscan Friar. 
who served with the Second Division and 
the Australian Forces during the war. 
Father Alfred is a member of the Fran- 
ciscan community at Athlone, and he 
brought with him an ‘old chalice, which 
Lord Lascelles and incess Mary 
examined closely and with great 
mterest. The chalice is of silver, and 
was presented to the Franciscan Convent 
of Meelick, on the Galway bank of the 
Shannon, in 1667, by Elizabeth Butler, 
daughter of Walter, elevehth Earl of 
Ormonde, who was the wife of Richard, 
sixth Earl of Clanricarde, who died in 
1666. It bears the inscription in Latin: 
“The Lady Countess Elizabeth Butler 
caused me to be made for her soul and 
that. of her deceased husband, Richard, 
Earl of Clanricarde, and dedicated to the 
Convent of Meelick.” 

The Convent of Meelick was founded by 
Brazil O’Madden in 1497, but its ruins 
are still extensive. It has been re-roofed, | 
and is now used as the parish ehurch. 
The chalice. is preserved at the Franciscan 
Friary at Athlone. Before he left, Father 
Alfred gave to’ Princess Mary a beautiful 
Rosary, which she gratefully accepted, 
and promised to treasure as a souvenir of. 
her first visit to Portumna. 

During the afternoon a deputation. of 
Portumna women called at the house, and 
presented to Princess Mary a Tara brooch, 
which she graciously accepted. 


AT A BOYS’ SCHOOL. 

A visit to the Boys’ National School on 
the Killivor road occupied most of the: 
morning. The royal couple were. accom- 
panied by the Hon. Miss Kenyon-Slaney, 
lady-in-waiting; the Right»Rev. Provost 
Rush, the Very Rev.. Monsignor Joyce, 
P.P., V.G. As they entered the school, 
which was built by Lord Lascelles’s grand- 
father, the boys ‘raised a rousing cheer. 
At the request of Princess Mary they sang 
a lovely little Irish lullaby, “Teir a 
codlaig,’’ which means in English, “Go 
to sleep, my baby.” The sweet voices of 
the boys pleased the Princess, who read 
several compositions on her visit which 
were written by the boys. ' 

Readings from “ As You Like It” 
followed, and the Princess was deeply 
interested by the sharp wit.of the boys 
and the ready answers to the questions 
asked by Mr. Burns, the principal. One 
little boy was abashed when he was 
corrected for saying ‘‘ Sweet are the uses 
of advertising’’ instead of. “ adversity,’ 
but the Princess put him at his ease when 
she said: ‘‘ He reads very well, ,indeed.”’ 
“What is meant by tongues in trees?” 
asked Mr. Burns, and a dozen hands went 
up. “HH means,” said eleven-year-old 
Hubert Reilly, ‘‘ that if a man was going 
to a wood and he heard the rustle of the 
trees he might say to himself that mjght 
be the sound of a man making a pbem.”’ 

Lord Lascelles and the Princess signed 
the school register, and the boys were given 
a holiday. When Princess Mary said 
she would send them a patcel of cakes and 
fruit the boys cheered uproariously and 
cried: ‘‘ Come back soon, Princess.”’ 


VISIT TO THE RECTORY. 

The royal couple then walked to the 
rectory, where the Right Rev. Provost 
Rush, who is a keen antiquarian, and 
Mrs. Rush showed them some old metal 
rushlights and wooden noggins which the 
people of the district used in olden times. 

In connection with the recent burning 


on the Portumna estate, I  under- 
stand that Lord Lascelles has told 
the Irish Free State Government that 
Princess Mary and _ himself deeply 
regret if their visit has caused, 
even indirectly, suffering to anyone im 
Ireland. Lord Lascelles has expressed to 


the Government the hope that some way 
may be. found by which no vindictive 
action may be taken against suspected 
and misguided men, who may consider 
that the visit of Princess Mary and him- 
self to their Portumna ‘estate has any 
political significance. 


GIFT TO LOUGHREA. 

This evening Princess Mary planted two 
trees in the garden of the estate, and 
later Lord Lascelles received a deputation 
in connection with the extension of the 
Loughrea Town Hall. The deputation 
was headed by Mr. J. J. Duffy and the 
Rev. Father O'Reilly, and; after some 
discussion, Lord Lascelles agreed to sub- 
scribe one thousand pounds for the pur- 
pose if the townspeople would raise the 
balance of the money themselves; Lord 
Lascelles remembered that during a visit 
to Loughrea Mr. Duffy had sung for him 
“The West’s Awake,”’ and at his request 
Mr. Puffy again sang the song for Prin: 
cess Mary. 

Early to-morrow the Royal couple will 
leave for Northern Ireland, where they 
have to fulfil a number of public engage-

Fascist: daily newspapers at the Duce's

Explaining why such a gathering had 
not n possible until the end. of the 
sixth year of the Fascist régime, Signor 
Mussolini said that it could not have been: 
held earlier because it was only since 
January, 1925, and more especially during 


the past two years, that the problem of _ 


the Press in a Fascist State had been 
tackled. The problem had now : been 
‘virtually solved. . | 

“In an all-embracing régime, as a 
régime must be which has arisen from a 
triumphant revolution,” the Duce de- 
clared, ‘‘ the Press is an element of the 
régime, a force in the service of the 
régime. _In a unitary régime the Press 
must not be a stranger to the general 
unity. That is why the entire Italian 
Press is Fascist and should be proud to 
serve in one body beneath the Fascist 
flag. Starting from this indisputable 
reality, we have a new orientation in the 
activities of Fascist journalism. It avoids 
what is harmful to the régime, and it 
does what is useful for the régime. 


A GREAT MISSION. 

“Consequently we may say that in Italy, 
unlike all other countries, journalism is 
more than a profession or a vocation; it 
becomes a mission of the greatest import- 
ance and delicacy, for to-day, after the 
school at which the rising generation is 
taught, it is the newspaper, circulating 
among the masses, which completes their 
education.’’ 


While it was clear that schools’ could om 


not turn out journalists any more than 
poets, nevertheless, the 
schools could not be denied. 7 

Referring to what he described as “ old 
accusations about the strangling of the 
liberty of the Press by Fascist tyranny,"’ 
Signor Mussolini said that these charges 
were no longer. credited.

“Here, I wish to make it clear that, 
apart from purely political questions and 
other questions of fundamental im- 
portance to the revolution, the right to 
criticism is freely conceded. Your task 
will become even more important, both in 
foreign and in home affairs—and more 
especially in home affairs at the moment— 
because the Italian people will be called

It was necessary, said Signor Mussolini, 
to prepare this great demonstration, and 
they would have in their newspapers the 
means of doing so worthily. As Italy in- 
creased in political stature and economic 
strength, the greater would be the 
inevitable reactions in the anti-Fascist 
world, which disliked the idea of.

In a case of John Donnelly, chartered 
accountant, of 8 Nassau street, Dublin, 
against David Telford, George Hill Tulloch, 
Edward Buckley, John Mackie, Gabriel 
Brock, John Russell and Eustace J. Shortt, 
practising as chartered accountants under the 
style of Craig, Gardner and Co., 39 Dame 
street, Dublin, 

Mr. E. J. Kelly (instructed by Messrs. T. 
F. O'Connell Rooney and Co.) applied on 
behalf of the plaintiff for an order for dis- 
covery of documents against the defendants. 
Counsel said that the action was brought by 
the plaintiff against the defendants for money 
which he said was wrongfully detained by 
them. The defendants were a well-known 
firm of accountants, and m 1917, the plaintiff, 
being a member of the staff, joined a profit- 
sharing scheme, which was substituted by 
them apparently for the ordinary method of 
paying their staff by salary. ‘the plaintiff 
continued to work with them until the 16th 
April, 1924. The plaintiff knew that up to 
the year 1925 he was entitled, cn paper at 
any rate, to £661 15s., but he did not know 
to what further sum he was entitled from 
the ólst March, 1923, until the 16th April, 
1924, when he left their employment. ‘ihe 
defendants’ defence was that it was a con- 
dition of this profit-sharing scheme that the 
plaintiff should not set up business in the 
(ity of Dublin within a certain time and 
within certain limits, and they said that they 
were excused by that condition in the profit- 
sharing scheme from paying the money. The 
defendants said that that was a good con- 
dition, but he said that it was a bad condi- 
tion, and this was one of the things that 
would have to be tricd. 

Mr. Marnan (instructed by Messrs. Casey, 
Clay and Collins), who appeared for the de- 
fendants, said that this was clearly a case for 
discovery on both sides.

PROPERTY LEFT TO SON. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

A construction summons was heard in 
which questions arose on the will of Simon 
Nicholl, late of Fermanagh street, Clones, 
farmer, deceased. The plaintiff was Miss 
Ellen Nicholl, of 6 Derryvolgie avenue, 
Belfast, and the defendants were George 
Thomas John Nicholl, of Myrtle Cottage, 
Newtownbreda, Co. .Down, designer, and 
Archibald Nicholl, of 8 Great Brunswick 
street, Dublin, coal merchant. Simon Nichoil 
died in May, 1895, leaving realty valued at 
£705 and personalty valued at £215. He left 
all his property to his son, Robert Nicholl, 
lor his life, with liberty to dispose of it at 
his death to the male heirs of his famiy, and, 
in the event of no male issue, the property 
was to be willed amongst his surviving 
brothers as he might direct by his will. The 
will then proceeded : “ Should my son, Robert 
Nicholl, die intestate I direct that the income 
from «all my real and personal estate be 
divided in equal shares amongst my surviving 
sons or their representatives.’ Robert 
Nicholi died in February, 1928, a bachelor, 
having made a will which did not dispose of 
this property. 

Mr. Justice Meredith held that Robert 
Nicholl died intestate with regard to this 
property; that by the clause referred to ‘n 
Simon Nicholl’s will the property passed vo 
the surviving brothers or their representa- 
lives; and that the word “income’’ in the 
will carried a corpus with it. He declared 
void, as being repugnant, a clause in the 
will that the property was to be retained 
in the name of Nichoil.
